Police hurt in line of 
duty, report reveals 



MORE than 300 criminals and 100 
police officers were injured during 
physical and often violent arrests 
and confrontations in Northamp¬ 
tonshire over the past 12 months, 
a report has revealed. 

The report into police use of force be¬ 
tween April 1, 2010 and March 31, this 
year, has revealed a total of 125 police 
officers were injured in the line of duty, 
while 331 criminals were hurt during 
physical arrests and detentions. 

A massive 70 per cent of the people 
physically detained were drunk, while 21 
per cent were on drugs. 

A total of 215, or 10 per cent 
of cases, involved people 
from Eastern Europe, 
while 183 were black or 
Asian. 

The majority received 
only minor cuts, bruises 
and grazes. However, it 
has been revealed there 
were eight instances 
where either a police of¬ 
ficer or a member of the 
public suffered broken 
bones last year, while there 
were five dislocations, 34 
injuries suffered as a re¬ 
sult of PAVA spray and 
15 injuries as a result 
of human bites. 

The report also re¬ 
vealed a significant 
number of the physical 
arrests and confronta¬ 


tions happened in Northampton town 
centre, with 40 per cent of the officers 
who had to fill out mandatory police “use 
of force” incident forms based at Camp¬ 
bell Square police station, The Mounts. 

Almost 60 per cent of the recorded in¬ 
cidents happened while officers were on 
general patrol, while one in five happened 
during the police’s Operation Nightsafe, 
patrolling the town centre at weekends. 

In total, police officers used force on 
2,094 occasions last year, up from 1,873 
the year before. However, police chiefs 
said the figure included incidents where 
more than one police officer was involved 
in physically arresting or restraining a 
criminal. 

Northamptonshire Police said offic¬ 
ers did not abuse their powers when 
physically detaining suspects, saying 
there had been a three-year fall in 
the percentage of incidents police 
attended where physical force had 
to be used. 

Inspector Gary Percival said: 
“For the third year running there 
has been a continued reduction in 
the percentage of incidents attend¬ 
ed where a ‘use of force’ has 
been required. 

“The force contin¬ 
ues to have a low rate 
of public and officer 
injury with the vast 
majority of those 
injuries that are sus¬ 
tained being of a mi¬ 
nor nature.”

One-off road 
closures plan 


NORTHAMPTONSHIRE Police are hoping 
to continue to operate temporary 'one- 
off' road closures in Bridge Street, after 
revealing discussions were under way 
to 'redesign' parts of the town centre 
hotspot. 

Assistant Chief Constable Martin Jelley said po¬ 
lice were planning to apply for permission to tempo¬ 
rarily close the road to traffic over busy weekends, 
including the August Bank Holiday. 

An 18-month trial, which saw the nightspot closed 
each Friday and Saturday between 8pm and 4am, 
came to an end two weeks ago following complaints 
from businesses in Bridge Street. 

Speaking at a police authority meeting yesterday, 
Mr Jelley said the decision to re-open the road at 
night had been made by Northamptonshire County 
Council. 

He said the discussions were, however, under way 
between police and County Hall to redesign parts 
of the road, including the pavements, to help stop 
crime and anti-social behaviour and to improve 
safety. 

He said: “There have been some ex¬ 
perimental orders in place to allow us to 
police Bridge Street. 

“Those orders came to an end and 
there were a number of choices avail¬ 
able to the county council in relation to 
what they would do then. 

“We are now in discussion with them 
about the redesign of Bridge Street in 


terms of street furniture and pavements for a long¬ 
term solution.” 

Meanwhile, the leader of the opposition on 
Northampton Borough Council said she was “to¬ 
tally opposed” to plans to re-open Abington Street 
to traffic. 

The Conservative leaders of Northampton Bor¬ 
ough Council have previously said they would open 
up the section of Abington Street between St Giles 
Terrace and Wellington Street. 

But the leader of the opposition Labour group at 
the Guildhall, Councillor Lee Mason (Lab, Brook- 
side) said her party would oppose the plan. 

She said: “Pedestrianised areas encourage fami¬ 
lies to relax in the town and spend more time and 
money. 

“I think opening up Abington Street will set back 
our town’s regeneration because it presents a huge 
safety risk with cars and buses travelling so near 
the shops.” 

The Conservatives say the road would have a 
speed limit below 30mph and claim its re-opening 
would attract shoppers.

THE brother of university 
lecturer and father-of-two, 
Jeff Ding, has spoken mov¬ 
ingly of his murdered fam¬ 
ily and revealed the anger 
he feels towards the brutal 
killer who stabbed them to 
death. 

Giving his first interview since 
Jifeng “Jeff” Ding, his wife Helen, 
and their two children Xing, aged 
18, and Alice, aged 12, were mur¬ 
dered in April, Jixiang Ding 
said his family may never come 
to terms with their horrifying 
deaths. He revealed he only heard 
about their barbaric murders af¬ 
ter reading a story on the inter¬ 
net. 

Mr Ding spoke movingly about 
his “quiet” older brother, who was 
a university lecturer in Manches¬ 
ter, and the pride he felt towards 
his two talented nieces. 

However, Mr Ding reserved his 
strongest words for Anxiang Du, 
the man accused of brutally stab¬ 
bing them all to death inside their 
home in Pioneer Close, Simpson 
Manor, in Wootton. 


Fighting back the tears and 
with his voice reaching a shout, 
he said: “I want to ask him, how 
could you stab a knife into an in¬ 
nocent girl’s heart? Not once, but 
twice. How could you do that? An 
innocent girl. I also want to know 
what he is feeling or whether he 
has any feelings when he saw the 
girls’ expressions? I hope I get an 
answer.” 

Mr Ding, a professor in biology, 
returned to his home in Kentucky, 
USA, at the weekend after a week 
in the UK. 

During his visit he met police 
leading the manhunt for Mr Du, 
attended the family’s funeral and 
visited the house they were killed 
in, along with Helen’s sister-in- 
law Li Zhu, who lives in China. 

He added: “I am not that confi¬ 
dent whether I can cope or man¬ 
age my life any more. I didn’t 
think I can overcome this kind 
of thing because this is my sib¬ 
ling. I don’t think my life will be 
the same as before. I do not expect 
myself to get over it or cope with 
it. The only choice for me is to live 
with it.”

Drink drive 
figures up 


LARGE numbers of young 
people in Northampton¬ 
shire are still getting behind 
the wheel when drunk, ac¬ 
cording to alarming new 
figures. 

The force has released the fi¬ 
nal figures for the 2011 summer 
drink-drive campaign, during 
which 83 people were arrested for 
driving over the limit on North¬ 
amptonshire’s roads. 

The month-long campaign 
throughout June, run in conjunc¬ 
tion with a nationwide initiative 
led by the Association of Chief 
Police Officers (ACPO), was the 
latest concerted effort to bring 
people to book.

breath tests were carried out 
which resulted in 83 arrests, 
equivalent to 17 per cent of all 
drivers tested. 

Far more concerning to the po¬ 
lice is that this year’s figure is up 
on the same period last year when 
82 people were arrested, but 849 
breath tests were carried out. 

Police say drivers under the 
age of 25 are especially at risk 
of being injured or killed on the 
roads and the summer campaign 
saw officers targeting this group 
in particular in an attempt to re¬ 
mind them of the consequences 
of driving under the influence of 
drugs or alcohol. 

These can include not only driv¬ 
ing bans, fines and potentially 
prison sentences, but also hugely 
increased insurance pre¬ 
miums when they do re¬ 
turn to the wheel. 

In all 239 tests were car¬ 
ried out and 24 per cent 
of them were found to be 
positive. 


Chief Inspector Sean Bell said: 
“This year has seen a greater 
number of positive results than 
2010 despite fewer tests being car¬ 
ried out. 

“I believe this is because offic¬ 
ers were acting on intelligence 
and being more targeted in their 
approach. 

“Northamptonshire Police 
carry out breath tests throughout 
the year across the county and 
at all times of the day and night, 
not just during the summer and 
Christmas campaigns. Drink 
or drug driving is unacceptable 
and we would urge members of 
the public to help play their part 
in taking these drivers off our 
roads.” 

Anyone who suspects a driver 
of taking to the wheel under the 
influence of drink or drugs can 
call the Drivewatch Hotline on 
0800 174615. 

“The confidential service is 
regularly monitored and officers 
will follow up intelligence.”

FOUR Cobblers fans are planning 
to raise money for charity by tak¬ 
ing on the daunting challenge of 
visiting 165 football grounds in 
165 hours. 

Andy Trasler, aged 47, his sons Ben, 
aged 23, and Aaron, aged 19, of Duston, 
and their friend Chris Marriott, aged 28, 
of Kingsthorpe, are aiming to start their 
ambitious trip straight after the North¬ 
ampton Town match versus Crawley 
Town on October 8.

Ben Trasler said the idea of visiting 165 
grounds, including all 92 league grounds, 
had been thought up by his dad during a 
long trip back to Northampton from Scot¬ 
land. 

He said: “Lots of people have done 92 
grounds in 92 hours but as far as I’m aware 
nobody else has done this many grounds 
in such a short amount of time.” 

Mr Trasler said all four men were die¬ 
hard Cobblers fans who attended every 
home game and travelled to as many away 
games as possible. 

He said: “Non football-aware folk might 
think that this challenge is a piece of 
cake but the more we’ve looked into this 
the harder our challenge seems to have 
become.

20,000 lights 
switched off 


MORE than 20,000 street 
lights in Northamptonshire 
have now been switched 
off by the county council 
with a only a "few hun¬ 
dred" issues flagged up, 
the cabinet member in 
charge of the scheme has 
revealed. 

Teams of council workers have 
begun switching off street lights 
as part of a controversial move 
that will eventually see about 
33,000 lamps turned off county¬ 
wide, saving the county council 
£2m a year in the process. 

Councillor Andre Gonzalez 
de Savage (Con, East Hunsbury), 
said: “We’re going from area to 
area and doing our utmost to 
make sure that prior notification 
is carried out. 

“A census check is also be¬ 
ing carried out a night to assess 
whether the lamp is working and 
not hidden behind trees. 

“We have turned off about 60 
or 70 per cent lights we wanted 
to, and had a few hundred issues 
flagged up, which is a tiny per¬ 
centage. 

“We are not picking on areas of 



affluence or targeting anywhere 
in particular. We have been very 
careful to plan which lights to 
switch off.” 

However, a group of elderly 
and disabled residents who live 
in Chapel Green, Kings Heath, 
are planning to set up a petition 


to fight the switch off of a lamp at 
the end of their cul-de-sac. 

Bill Williams, who helps to look 
after his friend Debbie Steedman, 
who has MS and lives in Chapel 
Green, said the switching off of 
the lamp would cause danger to 
the elderly and disabled people 
who lived in the area. 

He said: “There are 10 bunga¬ 
lows in the cul-de-sac who all rely 
on the street light. 

“This is the wrong light to 
switch off as people in wheel¬ 
chairs on using Zimmer frames 
can’t hold a torch. 

“I’m disgusted about it. If the 
council wants to save money this 
is the wrong way of going about 
it.” 

A spokesman for the county 
council said that residents who 
had concerns about the turning 
off of a streetlight could contact 
the local authority. 

The spokesman said: “Along¬ 
side the switching off programme 
there is also an assessment proc¬ 
ess to assess what changes need 
to be made. 

“We encourage feedback from 
the public to determine the need 
to react to genuine concerns.”

Foot off the gas 


I T had to happen eventually. Disney 
Pixar, the most consistently dazzling 
animation studio on the Hollywood 
block, was always going to struggle to 
top the tearful elation and misty-eyed 
farewells of Toy Story 3, the highest 
grossing film of 2010. 

Cars 2 falls short of that modern mas¬ 
terpiece, lacking sufficient heartfelt 
emotion under the bonnet to really rev 
our engines in the way that we have 
come to expect from the mercurial 
John Lasseter and his team. 

For any other studio, this high-octane 
spy caper would be a triumph, orches¬ 
trating some death-defying action se¬ 
quences that look even more startling 
in digital 3D. 

And certainly young audiences will 
whoop with glee as tow truck Mater 
skids and screeches from one disaster 
to the next as the film’s turbo-charged 
characters circumnavigate the globe in 
the first ever World Grand Prix. 
However, compared to Disney Pixar’s 
most recent features - Ratatouille, 
WALL-E, Up and Toy Story 3 - Lasseter 
and Brad Lewis’s film lacks the polish, 
which perhaps we’ve taken for granted. 
Lightning McQueen (voiced by Owen 
Wilson) returns home to Radiator 
Springs as the four-time champion of 
the Piston Cup. 



Best friend Mater (Larry The Cable 
Guy) welcomes him back with open 
doors, as does girlfriend Sally Carrera 
(Bonnie Hunt). 

Italian racing car Francesco Bernoulli 
(John Turturro) goads Lightning into 
participating in a newly announced 
championship organised by environ¬ 
mentalist Miles Axlerod (Eddie Izzard), 
who will use the grand prix to show¬ 
case his state-of-the-art biofuel, Allinol. 
However, a group of rogue cars led 
by the diabolical Professor Zundapp 
(Thomas Kretschmann) is plotting to 


sabotage the three races in Japan, Italy 
and the UK. 

Thankfully, secret agent Finn McMis- 
sile (Michael Caine) and rookie field 
spy Holley Shiftwell (Emily Mortimer) 
are on the case, roping in Mater, who 
they mistakenly believe to be an under¬ 
cover American agent. 

Visuals look spectacular and action 
sequences have been breathlessly 
orchestrated to take full advantage of 
the 3D format so you feel like you are 
burning rubber down winding roads at 
dizzying speed.
